ecluded in the interior of Burma, a hermit 


among southeast Asian nations, lies an an- 


tique landscape of haunting beauty and maj- 
esty. The ruins of Pagan are one of the greatest 
and best preserved historical monuments in 
Asia, relics of the capital of an ancient kingdom 
which flourished for two and a half centuries 
between roughly 1044 and 1287. 


The monuments stand witness to the ardent 


Buddhist convictions of Pagan's rulers. They 
were religious offerings, built as handsomely 
as the donor, usually a king or prince, could 
afford. Except for a few monasteries and li- 
braries, the buildings had no practical value: 
they were not churches in our sense, though 
they did serve to remind the people of Buddha 
and his teachings. At one time, Pagan had 
about 13,000 religious buildings in brick or 
stone. Over 1,000 remain basically intact, and 
some 6,000 more survive in a ruined state, scat- 
tered over about 240 square miles. 


The ruins of the old city of Pagan lie in a 


broad arc twelve miles long on the left bank of 
the Irrawaddy river. The people of Pagan to- 
day, hardworking peasants, live in a handful of 
quiet villages separated by arid land and dom- 
inated by lowering monuments of all shapes 
and sizes. Their lives seem to have changed 
little since Pagan was overrun in 1287 by Mon- 
gol invaders led by Kubla Khan, and Burma's 
golden age came to an end.

More than 35,000 men and 


women are employed as traf- 
fic agents and clerks by the 
scheduled a i r l i n e s . A few 
thousand others also are em- 
ployed by the supplemental 
airlines and by foreign-flag 
airlines that operate between 
America and overseas points. 


Selling flight tickets, re- 


serving s e a t s and cargo 
space and taking charge of 
the g r o u n d handling of 
planes are some of the du- 
ties of traffic a g e n t s and 
clerks. 


Reservation sales agents 


and clerks give customers 
flight schedule and fare in- 
formation o v e r the tele- 
phone. 
Reservation control 


agents record 
reservations 


as they are made and report 
the reservations by teletype 
machine to a central com- 
puter or to clerks in other 
cities so that the same space 
will not be sold twice. 


On some of the larger air- 


lines, data processing sys- 
tems receive, record and 
transmit flight space infor- 
mation to personnel at air- 
ports and r e s e r v a t i o n s 
offices throughout the entire 
airline system. 


Ticket agents sell tickets 


and 
fill out ticket forms, 


check and weigh baggage, 
answer inquiries about flight 
schedules and f a r e s and 
keep records of tickets sold. 


Operations or s t a t i o n 


agents are responsible for 
the ground handling of air- 
planes at their stations. They 
supervise the loading and 
unloading of the aircraft and 
sometimes 
do 
this work 


themselves. 


They see that the weight 


carried by the planes is dis- 
tributed properly, compute 
gas loads and the weight car- 
ried by the plane, prepare a 
list of the cargo and keep 
records of the number of pas- 
sengers carried.

Orioles' sweep. 


"We are," he confided, "a lit- 


tle bit behind .schedule .... but 
you never know when the Bir- 
dies'll get hot." 


"Are you out of your slump?" 


someone wanted to know. 


"I hate to say it," Weaver re- 


plied, "but we play 'em one at a 
time." 


The double success gave the 
Orioles an 8-3 record in June as 
they tried to get back on pitch- 
ing coach George Bamberger's 
schedule, which calls for them 
to play nine games over .500 
each month en route to another 
flag. They were right on target 
through April and May with a 
33-15 record. 


They won the opener despite 


eight runs batted in by Mike Ep- 
stein of the Senators and took 
the nightcap on Merv Retten- 
mund's two-out run-scoring sin- 
gle in the 13th.

night in a doubleheader. 


Reed, the Braves' 18-game 


winner last season, who broke 
his collarbone March 16, picked 
up the opening game victory in 
his first appearance, stopping 
Houston on one run and three 
hits over the final five innings. 


In other National League con- 


tests, Los Angeles tripped Cin- 
cinnati 6-1, New York belted 
Philadelphia 13-3, St. 
Louis 


downed Chicago 5-3 in 17 in- 
nings, San Diego topped San 
Francisro 6-3 and 
Pittsburgh 


whipped Montreal 8-4. 


In the American League, Bal- 


timore swept a doubleheader 
from Washington, 12-10 and 3-2 
in 13 innings, Boston stopped 
New York 7-4, Cleveland edged 
Detroit 
4-2, Kansas 
City 


trimmed Minnesota 5-1, Chicago 
nipped Oakland 4-2 and Milwau- 
kee beat California 5-2. 


Boyer, who was rested for a 


couple of days recently said "It 
felt real good. I think the slump 
was from being tired." 


The 34-year-old, 15-year veter- 


an, upped his average to .196 
with the three hits and his three 
runs batted in, gave him 29. 


"This ought to show them I 


can hit if I get some rest," Boy- 
er said afterward. "I'm not 
going to hit .300 but I'm going to 
get some big hits. I'm not an 
out. I just want to knock in the 
important runs when I have to."

Boyer's seventh inning run-

Jackson Experiencing 


What Allen Survived 


National League

NEW YORK— (NEA)—In view of the recent incident 


involving Reggie Jackson and the management of the 
Oakland A's—he was threatened with demotion to the 
minor leagues if he didn't start hitting, arid he said he 
would never go down—one may wonder who the star black 
player turns to in moments of personal distress? 


Although no one short of Jim Bouton can be expected 


to expand on the subject publicly, it has not escaped the 
notice of many black players that while Reggie Jackson 
was hitting .194, Curt Blefary was hitting .187, Gene Alley 
.192 and Rico Petrocelli .219—and none of them were 
threatened with a return trip to the minors. 


What many black players have long regarded as a gap 


in understanding, so to speak, between baseball's exclu- 
sively white management and themselves is threatening 
to surface, what with Richie Allen and Curt Flood and 
now Jackson taking personal stands against hierarchy in 
less than a year's time. It all boils down, many of them 
feel, to management's lack of insight into the black psyche 
and often results in over reaction to the problem—as they 
feel the Jackson threat is. 


Richie Allen, himself, has run the management gauntlet 


and now, content at last as a St. Louis Cardinal, qualifies 
as baseball's resident philosopher on the subject. 


Ironically, he came to St. Louis in the trade that sent 


Flood to the Phillies—and resulted in an antitrust suit 
against the reserve clause. Allen is also a personal friend 
of Reggie Jackson's. Last season, when Jackson was hit- 
ting 47 home runs and was being badgered by the public, 
it was Allen who sent him a note that said, in effect, "don't 
let the pressure get you down." 


•'I know what Reggie's going through right now," said 


Allen, before a game against the Mets. "He's going 
through the same thing I did. Management can be brutal 
because it really doesn't understand what makes a black 
player tick. Everything's fine when the black player is 
going good, hitting home runs and winning games and all 
that, but let something happen, let a problem come up, 
and the black player is going to be up against it. 


"They should leave a kid like Reggie Jackson alone. If 


they do, he'll straighten himself out—guaranteed. I went 
through the same thing. If they had left me alone, there 
wouldn't have been any big problems. But no, somebody 
says something and it get blown up out of proportion, and 
who's left to bear the brunt of it? The player, that's who. 
And instead of getting better, the whole tliing gets worse. 


"They don't have to give him all this crap about th« 


minors. They don't have to resort to this business of try- 
ing to scare him out of a slump. He's not scared a bit— 
a little more mixed-up, maybe, but not scared. He knows 
he can still hit hell out of the ball, and so do they. So why 
don't they just ride the slump out with him? 


"You know, I've been getting a look at the other side 


of all this with my horses. I own a string of racing horses 
I deal m horse flesh, you might say, as they deal in human 
flesh. Now, I know that if one of my horses is hurting and 
not running well, hell, I'm not going to torment it. I'm going 
to leave it alone and let it get back on its own. You can't 
torment the horse and expect it to get better. Why the hell 
torment a human being and expect him to get better?" 


Allen likens the demotion threat to Jackson to the time 


the Philadelphia Phillies wanted him to sign a conditional 
contract. 


"Look, I gashed my hand and I could hardly hold a bat 


for awhile. So they said, here, sign this conditional con- 
tract. Conditional contract, imagine that? They wanted rue 
to sign a contract and then they wanted to see for them- 
selves whether or not J could play again. If not, then 
pfffft. Ol' Richie doesn't collect a dime. No way I was 
going to sign something like that. No-o-o-o-o way. 


"A lot of people who run baseball still don't think of us 


really, as human beings. I'm black, see, and 1'rn proud I'm 
black and I wouldn't want to be any other color I'm a 
human being, too. and so are all the rest of the black 
players in this game. But, when things are going bad for 
us, you'd never know it. 


"As for Reggie. 1 think I'm going to put in a call to him 


one of these days and tell him, 'Reggie, keep your chin up 
and don't let it get you down.' There's nothing else he 
can do about it. There's nothing else 1 ran do."

Atomic Fuel 
Price Hike 
Opposed 
WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


Nixon administration proposal 
to hike the price of atomic fuel 
has drawn stiff congressional 
opposition on grounds it could 
raise electric bills for everyone 
who owns a light bulb and lead 
to a private monopoly of nu- 
clear energy. 


The complex issue concerns 


the administration's proposed 10 
per cent increase for uranium 
enrichment services, presently 
performed exclusively by the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 


"You'll see the price go up on 


every kilowatt of power in the 
United States," Chairman Chet 
Holifield, D-Calif., said Monday 
at a hearing of the Senate-House 
Joint Atomic Energy Commit- 
tee. 


"Not 
only is this inflationary 


in itself, but ... it sets a horri- 
ble example for every other in- 
dustry," said Sen. Apbert Gore, 
D-Tenn. 


The AEC argued the cost hike 


would justify establishment of a 
model plant to provide private 
industry with the know-how to 
enrich uranium. 


The Atomic Energy commis- 


sioners, who already have ap- 
proved the hike, added the price 
boost could be justified on 
grounds of increased costs, 


Holifield and others charged 


the model plant concept eventu- 
ally would lead to the private 
takeover of the three govern- 
ment-owned plants now per- 
forming the task.

tive Edward Heath moved into 
No. 10 Downing St. Friday, night 
to begin the job of being Brit- 
ain's new prime minister. A 
tired and glum Harold Wilson 
moved out through the back 
door. 


Heath, beaming over his star- 


tling upset of Wilson's labor 
party, celebrated his victory at 
a part}' given by Queen Eliza- 
beth at Windsor Castle. 


He was easily one of the main 


centers of attraction at the par- 
ty, although it was held to honor 
the 70th birthdays this year of 
Queen Mother Elizabeth, the 
Duke of Gloucester and Lord 
Mountbatten. 


After returning to his new 


home, on Downing Street, Heath 
got on with the business of 
forming a government to re- 
place the once headed by Wilson 
for the past 5% years. He is ex- 
pected to announce his cabinet 
choices over the weekend. 


Sir Alex Douglas-Home, the 


Tory prime minister unseated 
by Wilson when Labor came to 
power in 1964, was on his way to 
London from Scotland amid re- 
ports that, he would be named 
foreign secretary to succeed Mi- 
chael Stewart. 


There was also speculation 


that party stalwart Iain Mac- 
Leod might become chancellor 
of the exchequer, that Geoffrey 
Ripon might be named defense 
secretary, and that Heath's dep- 
uty party leader, Reginald 
Maulding, would get key post 
such as leader of the.House of .
